The Ministers deliberated 
on surface transport facilities 
and infrastructure as well as 
on prevailing problems in th 
field in order to establish 
priority projects for the 
development of a ‘‘tran- 
aportation corridor’ to the In- 
dian Ocean.

projects uring the 
meeting oh te submitted to 
European Economic Com. 
munity in Brussels for con- 
sideration 

Five projects will be given 
first priority im strengthening 
the central transportation 
corridor. These are the Dar es 
Salaam port, Dar es Salaam. 
Kigoma Railway Line 
(usually referred w as the 
Central Line) and the tran- 
sport system on Lake 

anganyika 

The lake system is w cover 
the ports of Kigoma (Tan- 
zania), Bujumbura (Burundi), 
Kalemie and Kalundu on the 
Zaire side including in- 
stalletion of a wagon ferry

Two other ‘first priority 
projects are the fortification 
of the Tabora-Isaka Re | 
road section on the Mwanz., 
Line, construction of Isake. 
Rusumo road t Rwanda and 
the provision of an additional 
wagon ferry on Lake Victoria. 
hile the Isaka-Rusumo 
road construction is to involve 
the provision of transit 
facilities and transport equip.

Regional projects which 
were given second prioriiy in- 
clude the construction of 
three railroads and the 
rehabilitation of the Arusha.

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NEW U.S. POLICY AWAITED WITH 'SERENITY'

[Excerpts] Luanda--Paulo Jorge, Angolan minister of foreign affaires had a meeting 
with foreign newemen in Luanda on 29 March. He stated that Angola in “concerned,” 
but awaits “with its customary serenity" eventual U.S. initiatives in Southern 
Africa. The minister of foreign affairs added that he is “convinced that if the 
U.S. threat materializes, all of Africa, as well as the non-aligned and socialist 
countries would stand at Angola's side to face this kind of situation.” 


The Angolan minister indicated that "South African acts of aggression have increased 
recently and have assumed a variety of forms." According to him, South African 
forces are not attacking SWAPO camps, but are aiming at Angolan economic targets. 


Paulo Jorge expressed his belief that South African attacks are meant to "frighten" 
the Angolan people in the “vain hope of changing the Luanda government's policy 
toward SWAPO." 


According to information gathered by the AFP [French Press Agency] in Angola, 
800,000 Angolans are now displaced persons or are affected by the “state of war." 
South African air attacks and the incursions on Angolan territory by the Pretoria 
troops, as well as the persistence of the UNITA guerrillas in the center of the 
country, are bringing about important population movements. Angola, which is also 
sheltering 50,000 Namibian refugees and 18,000 Zairian refugees, is cooperating 
with international] agencies and organizations in an effort to assist and resettle 
these refugees. 


“Military operations in the Cuando Cubango and Cunene regions have forced the 
people in the direction of the province of Huila. Others abandon their villages 
to take refuge in the bush; once their resources are exhausted, they return to 
the closest villages in a state of extreme destitution, the UNICEF representative 
in Luanda pointed out.

PRC SPEAKER COMMISSIONS SUPREME TRIBUNAL MEMBERS 
Mourovia THE SUNDAY PEOPLE in English 15 Mar 81 pp 1, 8 


[Text] The Chairman and members of the People's Supreme Tribunal were yesterday 
commissioned by the PRC Speaker J. Nicholas Podier at the Temple of Justice in 
Monrovia. 


Those commissioned were: Counsellor Emmanuel N. Ghalazeh, Chairman, Counsellors 
Moses K. Yangbe, Boima K. Morris, Roosevelt T. Bortue, and Ceaper A. Mabande, 
ail members of the Tribunal. 


Speaker Podier challenged the Tribunal members to restore trust and confidence 
in the Judiciary because he said “when the people of any nation lose confidence 
in their legal system, that system is doomed." 


He said even though Liberia was being ruled by a military Government, the PRC 
would continue to adhere to the principle of human rights, social justice and 
the rule of law without favouritism. 


Speaker Podier used the occasion to assure foreign investors and citizens that the 
People's Supreme Tribunal would treat their cases within the context of national 
and international laws. 


He said their rights would be respected according to “the principle of due pro 
cess of law". 


Speaker Podier recalled that immediately after the April 12 revo.ution, the Ph 
decreed the suspension of the Constitution thereby disolving the Supreme Cui. 
and re-named it, the People's Supreme Tribunal under decree number three, in 
keeping with the objectives of the revolution. 


Responding on behalf of his colleagues and himself, Chairman Gbalazeh said while 
they were not “oblivious of the onerous burden" that had been assigned to them 
“as the dispensers of transparent justice," they would not lose sight of the fa:t 
that it was their “ultimate responsibility to restore trust and confidence” in 
the judicial system of Liberia. 


At the ceremony attended by Foreign Minister G. Baccus Matthews, wembers of the 
Legal Bar Associetion and other officials of Government Chairman Gbhalazeh saic 
the People's Supreme Tribunal's prime concern would be to "the due process of law 
principle” to all parties, litigants, irrespective of class or status, race, creed 
or color.

PRC ISSUES DECREES FORMING LABOR MINISIRY, YOUTH, SPORTS BODY

creating the Ministry — of 
Labour, to be headed by a 
Minister, and the Nation- 
al Youth and Sports Com.

The Minister of Labour 
and =the Director-General 
of the National Youth Com. 
mission, would be assisted 
by a core of junior offi- 
cers. 

The decrees, repealed 
the legislative act of 1972 
establishing the Ministry 
of Labour, Youth and 
Sports. 


According to decree No. 
36. the Labour Ministry 
will admirrister, enforce, 
promote, develop and re. 
gulate the labour laws and 
labour practices law of 
Liberia. 


The decree empowered 
the Labour Ministry to 
protect the “ights of la- 
bour and management in 
the country through fair 
conduct in public interest, 
conduct man-power stv 
dies, and also classify 
reg.ster and ticense = al! 
tradesmen and = craftsmen 
in Liberia. 
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English 22 Mar 81 pp 1, 


Decree No. 76, which 
creeted the National You'n 
and Sports Comrnission, 


empowers the Directar 
Gernerai and his staff to 
adininister, promote, deve- 
lop. direct and supervise 
ali Government programs 
and activities relating to 
Youth and Sports in the 
coumtry.

LIBSUCO FACING FINANCIAL, ECONOMIC DIFFICULTIES 
Monrovia NEW LIBERIAN in English 16 Mar 81 pp 1, 6 


[Text] The Liberia Sugar Corporation (LIBSUCO), a government-owned agro-industry 
in Maryland County, is currently facing both financial and economic difficulties, 
according to LIBSUCO acting general manager, Mr. Allen Yancy 111. 


Mr. Yancy said that his corporation has been suffering severe losses since the 
government stopped subsidizing the corporation and withdrew ite exclusive rights 
to manufacture and distribute sugar throughout the country. 


According to Mr. Yancy, the problems are dual. At present the corporation is un- 
able to meet up with its monthly payrolls. There are 1,250 employees in the pay- 
roll of the corporation. 


Secondly, Mr. Yancy said, sugar manufactured by LIBSUCO does not sell fast enough 
in the Liberian Market because of the influx of imported sugar in the market. 

The influx, he explained, started last year when the Ministry of Commerce, Indus- 
try and Transportation recommended the withdrawal from LIBSUCO the exclusive rights 
to control the supply and distribution of sugar in the Liberian market. 


The future does not look bright for LIBSUCO because in May this year the agree- 
ment between the government and Chinese Technical team will expire and Liberians 
have not been trained to take over the technical aspects of the production. 


The corporation is known not to be producing at its fullest capacity. Out of the 
11,850 acres of land owned by the corporation only 6,600 acres has been cultiva- 
ted and the rest is fallow. Even during normal production, LIBSUCO only pro- 
duces one-fifth of sugar required in the country. 


According to LIBSUCO personnel manager, Mr. Al Gbe Toe, who was present during our 
interview, LIBSUCO has the ability to produce an A-grade sugar which could be ex- 
ported "if some of our problems could be solved immediately." 


The two LIBSUCO executives explained that some production machines are over-used 
while some are under-used. For example, the machine for cutting sugar canes is 
not used because it is not suitable to the land structure and hence most sugar 
canes are manually cut. Another machine which supplies sugar cane to the mill for 
processing is over-used 24 hours daily for seven days of the week. This results 
"in constant breakdown." 
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Meanwhile, a team of PRC analyete have investigated the situations at LIBSUCO 
and have made some recommendations to the PRC Secretary General and Chairman of 
the Committee on Commerce, Col. Abraham D. Kollie. 


The analyate recommended that the exclusive rights to manufacture and supply sugar 


to the Liberian market which was previously granted to LIBSUCO be reconsidered and 
restored, 


The report advises government to “take care of LIBSUCO's monthly payroll expenses 
for a period of three monthe until such a time when the corporation shall have 
had access to the market in order to meet up with ite own payroll expenses." 


"Since the corporation is facing tough competition with importers of foreign 

sugar, government should underwrite the cost of advertisements and sales promo- 
tions in various vernaculars in newspapers, radios and television," the recommenda- 
tion stated. 


The PRC analyets also recommended that the government immediately establish a 
board of directors for the corporation which will consist of Ministers of Planning 
and Economic Affairs, Agriculture, Finance, Commerce, Superintendent of Maryland 
County and Managing Director of LIBSUCO. 


The recommendation said that any plan by the government to turn LIBSUCO over to 
private venture “would be an unsound economic policy." The revenue which could 
have been accrued from this industry and reinvesced will be transferred or diver- 
ted to foreigners. 


Concluding, PRC analysts urged the Liberian government to arrange for a new tech- 


nical team for the maintenance of the plant. “The maintenance of the plant is 
paramount to the survival of the Liberia sugar Corporation."

was signed by Deputy Foreign Minister Alhaji Alibaba, because Foreign Min ster .. ay 
Audu had gone directly from London, where he was visiting, to Washington to dis iss 
at the State Department the tendencies of the U.S. policy toward «fri 


In the joint communique, Brazil and Nigeria refject the South Alrican racism, 
terming it "a crime against humanity,” and defend the “self-determination of the 
peoples of southern Africa,” recognizing not only the rights of the Namibians but 
of the South African Negroes as well. 


The communique adde that SWAPO and the PLO are che legal represeatatives of the peo- 
ples of Namibia and of Palestine. In the economic sectvr, Brazil and Nigeria de- 
clare that the aggravation of the world economic crisis is a consequence of the 
maintenance of a policy which had existed “before the decolonization period and the 
universalization of the economic and politica’ prob ems.’

MINISTER CLARIFIES PREVIOUS STATEMENT ON PETROLEUM SALES 
Dar es Salaam DAILY NEWS in English 27 Mar 81 p 1 


{Text} The Government has said that lorries, taxis and public institutions vehi- 
cles rendering vital services, will be allowed to get fuel on restricted days un- 
der the terms of the 1979 Government circular on fuel conservation. 


Clarifying last week's statement, the Deputy Minister for Water and Energy, Ndugu 
Edgar Maokola-Majogo told a Press Conference in Dar es Salaam yesterday that the 
statement had received varying interpretations among individuals and public in- 
stitutions, leading to considerable confusion. 


He urged the public to understand thoroughly Government measures to conserve 
fuel in order to ensure that the exercise is a success especially at this critical 
moment . 


Ndugu Majogo said last week's Government statement had only banned special permits 
for buying fuel above standard ceilings fixed by the Government in 1979, which 
were being issued by respective heads of parastatals and Government departments. 


The Deputy Minister said the 1979 Government circular, in Dar es Salaam, Zanzibar 
and at regional headquarters respective directors are charged with the responsi- 
bility of designating petrol stations which would sell fuel to lorries carrying 
cargo during restricted days. 


"The only change, in the light of last week's statement, is that the designated 
petrol stations would now sell fuel between Wednesday (9 p. m.) and Monday 
(6 a. m.), he said. 


we further said that under the 1979 Government Circular, taxis would be allowed 
to refill at appointed stations on Saturdays--between 6 a. m. and 1 p. m. "and 
this has not been affected by last week's Government statement". 


Ndugu Maokola-Majogo said stations beyond 80 kilometres from Dar es Salaam and 
other regional headquarters would continue selling fuel on Fridays, Saturdays 
and Mondays to facilitate long-range transportation. 


Ndugu Majogo said although special permits for buying fuel above the fixed rates 
had been banned, allowance has been made in emergency or contingent cases on a 
day-to-day basis. 

He said in event of a contingent case, heads of institutions have been empowered to 
issue the permits as accounting officers of the institu*ions.

PARASTATALS LAG IN PREPARATION OF ACCOUNTS FOR AUDIT 
Dar es Salaam DAILY NEWS in English 24 Mar 81 p 3 


[Text] Some 117 parastatals were seriously behind in the preparation of their 
final accounts for audit for the year ending December 31, 1980, a report by the 
Tanzania Audit Corporation (TAC) has revealed. 


A statement released yesterday following TAC board of directors meeting last Fri- 
day, said some of the parastatals had submitted tow to five year accounts together 
for audit purposes. 


It singled out inactive boards of directors, paucity of trained and experienced 
managers and accounting personnel as the major factors behind the poor state of 
parastatal accounts. 


The statement gave TAC's total clientele wp to December 31, last year as 385 para- 
statals apart from 15 affiliates of the National Sports Council which TAC have 
also been auditing. 


In the half year period ending December lest year, TAC finalised 127 accounts be- 
longing to 108 parastatals, the report said, adding that 40 of them got clean 
certificates and 61 qualified audit certificates. 


The statement further said 26 yearly accounts belonging to 22 parastatals got either 
no opinion or negative opinion audit certificates. Further more, the statement 
said, 97 of the accounts belonged to 83 trading bodies of which 4. disclosed los- 


ses and 43 showed profits. 


Some of the parastatals had been suffering losses continuously for several years, 
the statement said with © ‘4isclosing names. Six of them, made losses of over 
five million shilling >» the year audited, the statement said. 


Thirteen of the trading pa. .statals however, made profits in excess of five mil- 
lion shillings. 


Meanwhile, the TAC board approved the promotion of Ndugu S. F. Sayore to the post 
of director of audit, a position hitherto held by an expatriate. Ndugu Sayore 
has been with the corporation since 1974, 


The board too promoted Ndugu D. R. Mchomvu and Ndugu J. A. Lyale to the divisional 
posts of chief auditor bringing the number of localised heads to six out of the 
existing eight positions. Ndugu Mchomvu joined the TAC in 1975 and Ndugu Lyale 
has been with the corporation since 1973.

AUDIT DISCLOSES LOSSES BY ZANZIBAR GOVERNMENT

(text) The Zanzibar revolutionary government is said to have incurred loss 
amounting to millions of shillings in cash and property during the 1978/79 
financial year through misappropriations, questionable payments, and breaches 
in the maintenance of stores, 


An audit report for the period under review by Zanzibar's Auditor General, Ndugu 
Thomas Kiyama which was distributed to members of the Zanzibar House of Repre- 
sentatives in Zanzibar yesterday, said due cto lack of proper financial and stores 
checks and controls, it has been difficult to establish exactly the amount of 
loss suffered by the goverument, 


The 23-page report however, has revealed that more than 21 m/- prepaid to local 
suppliers who later defaulted in deliveries could not be recovered because some 
of the suppliers could not be traced, 


Ndugu Kiyama charged in the report that in most of Zanzibar 14 government minis- 
tries audited, there was invariously a complete breakdown in co-ordination between 
cash purchases of stores and store accounting. 


"This situation," the report stated, “has created a fertile ground for misappro- 
priation, extravagancy and theft of public properties," 


Ndugu Kiyama said during the auditing exercise, his department discovered that 
payments to most suppliers and advanced to government officers were made without 
filling in the necessary documents and apparently no efforts were made to recover 


such payments, 


The Auditor General said during the 1978/79 financial year a total of 272,532/- 
was paid without payment vouchers while advances and imprests amounting to 
2,364,457/- was still outstanding. 


The Auditor General has underlined in the report the need for public servants to 
strictly adhere to government financial and stores regulations to control the use 
of public funds and property.

[Text] The ZANU secretary for research, Dr Masipula Sithole, and Mr David Zam- 
chiya, a former legal secretary, are to join ZANU (PF). 


Dr Sithole, who was ZANU's director of elections in the pre-independence generai 
election, is now a lecturer in the Department of Political Science at the Univer- 
sity of Zimbabwe. 


He said in a statement he was “too much in agreement with Government policy" to 
belong to the opposition. Twenty years in opposition politics was enough and "I 
cannot, therefore, spend the next many years of my political life opposing what I 
agree with". 


Dr Sithole, a brother of the ZANU leader, Rev Ndabaningi Sithole, said his resi,- 
nation had been accepted by the party president. 


It was the democratic right of those who wished to do so to be in the opposition 
"even for redundant reasons", he said. "Yet democratic rights must be distinguished 
from the right to neglect responsibility”. 


Mr Zamchiya, a Salisbury lawyer, was among several senior ZANU members who resigned 
from Mr Sithole's party earlier this year, claiming they had failed to convince 
the party leadership of the need to dissolve ZANU and merge with ZANU (PF). 


Yesterday Mr Zamchiya said he had decided to join ZANU (PF) as i. was necessary to 
unite the two wings of ZANU so as to mobilise the country's available human re- 
sources and promote joint efforts. 


"I appreciate the tremendous progress that has been made by the country since in- 
dependence--progress which would not have been possible had it not been for the 
enlightened policies of the Government and its dynamic leadership," he said. 


"My desire, in my own small way, is to respond to the call by the Government for 
national reconciliation. I am convinced that the Government is genuine in its call 
and thet it is the duty of every Zimbabwean to respond in whatever way he can.” 


He called on all Zimbabweans to involve themselves fully in the task of nation- 
building and to resolve their political differences in a common purpose of consoli- 
dating the country's independence.

MULTI-PARTY DEMOCRATIC SYSTEM UNDER ATTACK 
PM's Criticism 
Salisbury THE HERALD in English 7 Apr 81 pp 1, 3, 6 


[Text] The Prime Minister, Mr Mugabe, yesterday criticised the multi-party po- 
litical system and declared that there was no place in Zimbabwe for the "politics 
of negativism". 


Opening a week-long seminar of the Commonwealth Parliamentary Association in 
Salisbury, Mr Mugabe attacked the present Constitution for restricting the 
powers of Parliament in making amendments desired by the majority. 


The Prime Minister also spelt out the double r ‘\e MPs are required to play-- 
that of calling the attention of the Government and public to matters affecting 
their constituents and explaining Government's policies and actions. 


On multi-party democracy, he said his main indictment of that system was that it 
sponsored negative forces and stated: "The politics of negativism, as contrasted 
to constructive criticism, has no place in a young country such as ours.” 


On the Constitution, he said there were procedural requirements which restricted 
the power of Parliament to amend it. ‘These provisions unnecessarily qualify, 
limit and truncate the sovereignty of Parliamne t and thus fetter the right of the 
people to make such amendment as the majority of them might consider desirable, 
unless amendment procedures are fulfilled.” 


In what political observers saw as a reference to the 10-year entrenchment of 
racial representation, Mr Mugabe said: "Indeed, where a 100 percent or unanimous 
vote is required, a single individual Member can hold the whole nation to ran- 


som." 


There was no adequate justification for these limitations, which were a radical 
departure from British constitutional theory. 


"Our quarrel with them, however, is not so much that they represent departures 
from that theory as it is that they restrict and may frustrate the realisation of 
the popular will.” 








Commi tted 


Mx Mugabe did not openly come out in favour of a one-party democracy, but he has 
atated hie beliefa in such a system on several previous occasions. 


le did say, however, that the Government was committed to upholding the Constitu- 
tion, adding that its "imperfections" would be redressed as the people's power 
was consolidated. 


Discussing the role of Parliament, he said it could not be that of serving as "an 
arena for scoring debat!ng points or launching election campaigns". 


"The people will not judge ue by the amount of hot air we release, but by the 
constructive words and deeds we author." 


The responsibility and duty to unite the people and instil in them a single loyalty 
and a common national identity outweighed any arguments for the "partisan cut-and- 
thrust of parliamentary debate" and the manipulation of Question Time for politi- 
cal effect. 


Mr Mugabe stressed that efforts towards socio-economic development and the improve- 
ment of the lives of the people could not succeed without unity and a sense of 
common idencity. 


Whilst the people went without adequate services, incomes and opportunities to 
satisfy basic needs, it could not be the role of Parliament to concern itself with 
"trivia and irresponsibility”. 


"The people certainly neither expect that thse who would represent them shall 
play at ‘iddles while Rome burns nor that they should add more coals to the raging 
fire." 


To MPs, Mr Mugabe said they should be educators; not merely sounding boards. 


He regretted that some of the people up to now did not understand why the policy 
of reconciliation was adopted and found it hard to accept that the prices of cer- 
tain commodities, including some basic ones, could go up. 


"The point here is that a Member of Parliament who is worth hie salt must also ex- 
plain to the veople the nature and basis of some of the hard choices Government 
has to make,’ said Mr Mugabe.

litical circumstances in Zimbabwe in many ways show the need for a single part, 

cace, Health Minister Dr Herbert Ushewokunze told the Commonwealth Parliamen- 

ry Association seminar in Salisbury yesterday. 


Some might argue that such a turn of events in Zimbabwe would mean surrendering 
democracy, said the Minister, adding: "This is not so." 








"Democracy is a term that is widely used, Indeed, governments of all political 
persuasions refer to themselves as democratic, It would be 4 serious mistake, 
however, to believe that democrecy must easentially be a form of multi-party eye- 
tem as currently prevails in Weatern Furope."” 





Originally, he said, democracy meant rule by and for the common people. 


"Thus a single party can represent the general will of the mase of the common 
people and truly be said to be representative and democratic,” 


In Zimbabwe and in many countries “breaking free" from colonial rule “there is a 
readily identifiable general will," he said, reports Ziana. 


"The desires of the great majority of the people are not in doubt and a single 
party ie arguably the most viable vehicle to meet these aspirations." 


He said it must be remembered that in Zimbabwe the task was not purely economic 
reconstruction along socialistic principles but, rather, building a nation. 


"Under such circumstances, opposition parties operating in a Western style are 
destructive rather than constructive and place at risk the entire project of crea- 
ting the living entity of Zimbabwe. 


“For those who question the claim of the one-party state to be democratic the an- 
swer lies in the control exercised by the rank and file over the leadership. 

Tha is, how much intra-party democracy there is and, beyond that, on how open 
memtership in the party remains." 


Whether the democratic vigour of a single-party state could be sustained largely 
depended "on the style of leadership and the level of mobilisation of the broad 
mass of people". 


The Minister added: "I believe, given this necessary interaction, that a one- 
party state providing a parliamentary forum where representatives of the people 
take part in the legislative role of government, is truly democratic. 


"Tt would be a grave mistake to try to impose the parliamentary-party model of 
Western Europe, which may or may not be democratic in its own context, upon a 
broad nationalist movement as prevails in Zimbabwe today." 


A visiting British parliamentarian, Mr Paul Dean, characterised the main essentials 
of a parliamentary democracy irrespective of whether there was one party or a 
multiplicity of them in a country. 


Mr Dean, a former minister in Mr Edward Heath's Conservative Government, spoke 
after a day of at times heated debate on the merits of introducing a one-party 
state in Zimbabwe. 


Mr Dean said that in Britain the parliamentary system was characterised by a 
strong opposition able to take the place of the government of the day after a 
general eleccion.

SKILLS SHORTAGE 


THE SHORTAGE of technicians in Zimbabwe seome to be 
getting worse and in some cases is starting to affect essential 
services, quite apart from inhibiting development. 

There is a serious lack of engineers of many types, and of 
communications experts. City and town councils, the railways, 
airways and PTC all have their problems, 

The country has praiseworthy plans for colleges and other 
training institutions to produce these much-needed people, and 
detaile were given to the Zimecord conference. But first there 
must be buildings and the all-important lecturers and trainers, 
and the latter might not be easy to come by. 

In the meantime, and probably for some yeers to come, the 
country must find sufficient trained people from other sources 
at least to keep essential services joing. While doing their jobs, 
these people would probably find i diffieulkt to spare the time 
te train others. 

There seems no alternative to employing overseas experts, 
but wt, +f posible, on extravagant expetriate terms. The arrange 
meas -betwere the Zimbebwe and Australian Governments for 
teachers might provide the basis for similar schemes with other 
overseas countries. 

Meanwhile, individuals with the necessary qualifications who 
wish to come here as future Zimbabweans should be given every 


encouragement.

MINISTER HITS AT ‘UNAUTHORIZED’ BOOK ON MUGABE

[Text] The Minister of Information and Tourism, Dr Nathan Shamuyarira, last night 
slammed the writers of an "unauthorised" biography of the Prime Minister, Mr 
Mugabe, which was selling "like hot cakes" in Zimbabwe. 


He said a true biography of Mr Mugabe would be published later this year. 


Dr Shamuyarira was speaking at the Launching of a poetry book, Now Let the Poets 
Speak, at the University of Zimbabwe. Two other books--Black Fire and The Strug- 
gle for Zimbabwe--also had their launching celebrated at the function. 


"These British journalists--whom we don't even know--are trying to make money 

out of the country's independence," Dr Shamuyarira said, adding that he had not 
been consulted about reference to him in the acknowledgements of the book, Mugabe, 
written by David Smith and Colin Simpson. 


"The Prime Minister is misrepresented on many issues in the book and the people 
who wrote it should be aware of that," he said. 


"It is a book written by people who merely wanted to make money.” 


He added that there were vital mistakes in the portrayal and interpretation of 
events. 


Dr Shamuyarira said he hoped eood literature would be forthcoming now that there 
were enough committed Zimbabwe poets and writers. 


He commended the editors of the new poetry book, “ Mudereri A.idhani and Mr 
Musaemura Zimunya, on having compiled the first volume of “revolutionary” poems 
in such a short time. 


“The poetry in the first volume showed that it was the work of committed poets, 
which is what it should be, because before a poet lifts his pen he has to be 
a committed patriot,” the Minister said.

NEW MAYOR OF SALISBURY PROFILED 
Salisbury THE HERALD in English 4 Apr 81 p 1 


[Text] A Salisbury medical doctor, Councillor Tizirai Gwata, was last night 
unanimously voted the new Mayor of Salisbury. 


Dr Gwata (38), who defeated two other candicates by more than 1 000 votes in 
Harare Ward 31 in last weekend's elections, takes over from Councillor Jack Whit- 
ing who has been mayor since August 1979. 


Counsillor Simplisius Chihambakwe (36), a Salisbury lawyer, was elected Deputy 
Mayor, taking over from Councillor George Grantham Good. 


A taciturn and bespectacled man, Councillor Gwata becomes the first black mayor 
of the city since the Salisbury Town Council was constituted in April 1899 with 
Mr Kingsley Fairbridge as mayor. 


Born in the Buhera district, the eighth in a family of 11, Dr Gwata hau his primary 
schooling at Makumbe Mission. 


He took his A levels at Goromonzi Secondary school before enrolling with the Uni- 
versity of Rhodesia in 1964 as a medical undergraduate. 


While doing his third year, Dr Gwata had to leave in mid-term because of political 
demonstrations on the campus which led to the temporary closure of the university. 


In 1967 Dr Gwata was admitted to Makerere University in Uganda ou a World Health 
Organisation scholarship to complete his degree. 


In 1974 he obtained a masters degree in medicine and the same year was appointed 
Government medical officer tor Gatooma. 


Since 1976 Dr Gwata has been a lecturer in medicine at the University of Zimbabwe, 
a consultant physician at Harare and Andrew Fleming hospitals and a part-time 


privat >» practitioner. 


Dr Cwata said his first move as mayor would be to sit down with the rest of the 
council and decide which areas need immediate attention. 


"We are going to wor. as a team. We intend to get things done. No false promises. 











He stressed that Salisbury, apart from being the capital city, should retlect an 
African outlook, 


"This is an African town," he said, “Te should 1 t that it {se in A! ind 
in independent Zimbabwe." 


Harare? 
Did this mean the name of the city will be chaneed from Salisbury to Harare’? 


"Certainly the name Salisbury is quite foreign and should be changed," Dr Gwata 
said. 


Councillor Chihambakwe represents Glen View Ward 22 where he won 1 891 votes in 
last weekend's municipal poll. 


He was born in Zaka and had his seccndary education at Sakubva in Umtali and 
Fletcher High School, Gwelo. 


In 1970 he graduated with an LL.B degree. He was admitted to the High Court, 
Salisbury, as an advocate in 1973 and has been practising privately ever since. 


The outgoing mayor, Councillor Jack Whiting, said he was certain the 13 white 
councillors would assist and work in full co-operation with their 23 black col- 


leagues. 


"I can now go back relaxed to my job with Air Zimbabwe and my family which I have 
neglected for the past 18 months," he said.

Dr Murapa, whose appointment was confirmed two weeks ago, said serious thought 
should be given to restructuring the unversity. 


He said his new appointment had come 4t a time when the university was entering 
a stage of accelerated development, both in terme of student intake and physical 
development. 





"The new atmosphere not only allows but also challenges the university teaching 
staff to relate academic pur.uite to the development of the country as a whole,” 
Dr Murapa eaid. 


This would require “more vigorous efforts" by the teaching staff to review curri- 
cula and encourage efforts to accommodate the country's needs. 


The new dean has been with the university for two years. Asked how long he 
thought it would take the university to give the courses an African perspective, 
he said. 


"Social phenomenon does not change overnight. It is a process and we can only 
hope that with adequate and appropriate manpower it can be acceierated.” 


Dr Murapa was born in Umtali, where he attended the Old Umtali Secondary School 
before going to Luveve, Bulawayo, for a diploma in business studies. 


He later went to the United States and read for a diploma in African political 
and economic development at Syracuse University. He then did a political science 
degree at North Illinois University. 


He did his masters deyvree in public administration and comparative economic dev«.- 
opment as well as his PhD in political science and economics at the same university. 


In 1967 he was appointed executive director of the Rockford Community Action Pro- 
gramme in Illinois. The programme was set up by the Federal Government to deal 
with the problems of the poor and covered education, housing, jobs and health.

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MALZE CONSUMER PRICE ROCKETS BY 43 PERCENT

(Text) The price cf maize to the consumer has risen from last year's $89 a tonne 
to $137 a tonne, a Grain Marketing Board official confirmed yesterday. 


The price of maize offale--brane and maizegerm——has risen by the same margin, 
about 43 percent. No price rise for mealie-meal has yet been announced. 


The news of the price-rise in mai e filtered through to trade sources, but no an- 
nouncement has yet been made by the Government. 


Stockfeeds have tegun to rise in price in proportion to the quantity of maize 
products they contain. Eggs, milk and pig products and beef will “inevitably” go 
up in price unless the Government makes a policy decision to subsidise them, farm- 
ers said. 


The increase in the Grain Marketing Board's selling price follows the new price of 
$120 a tonne which it now pays maize producers. 


This was the price negotiated with farmers last year, which resulted in this 
season's bumper maize crop. 


Last year the board bought maize from producers for $85 a tonne for Class A and 
sold it to consumers at $89 and now it sells at $13/ a tonne. The difference re- 
flects the board's handling charges, a spokesman said. 


Hie could not comment on the Government's policy for maize subsidies this year. “It 
is a complex system,” he said. 


Mr Patrick Thomas of Redwood farm, Nyamandhlovu, national vice-chairman of the 
Dairy Producers’ Association and a producer of maize and beef, said: “The maize 
price-rise obviously had to happen because of the enhanced producer price. 


"But the rise in the price of maize residues—-the offals--was unexpected because 
we're no longer exporting these and had built up a large stockpile.” 


The eteep increase in the price of maize offals would send the price of pig pro- 
ducts, beef, eggs and milk “sky-high”, he predicted. 


"What is happening is that this country is at last coming into line with the rest 
of the world on the cost of food production. The price of food should be related 
to the cost of production--unless the Government is prepared to continue svb- 


sidising,” he said.

GOVERNMENT IMPORTS TRUCKS TC MOVE MAIZE CROP 
Salisbury THE HERALD in English 8 Apr 81 p 1 


[Text] The Government is to import new trucks to augment the existing national 


fleet to haul the expected bumper maize crop to depote and neighbouring countries, 
the Minister of Transport and Power, Mr Josiah Chinamano, said yesterday. 


The decision was made last Thursday by a committee of Cabinet Ministers compris- 
ing Mr Chinamano and his counterparts from the Ministries of Agriculture, Commerce 


and Trade, Industry and Energy and Roads and Road Traffic, Posts and Telecommuni- 
cations. 


Mr Chinamano said in an interview that the matter was now in the hands of the 
Ministry of Commerce and Trade which had been asked to allocate the necessary 
foreign exchange for the vehicles. 


Because of the urgency of the matter, the vehicles will be "wheeled in" in complete 
form instead of being assembled here. 


He could not disclose the number of vehicles except to say there would be enough 
to move all the maize from all areas of the country. 


"I can assure you that no maize crops will rot on the field," he said. 


"We discussed at length the ability of the present vehicles to carry maize from 
the depots, millers and neighbouring countries. 


"We came to the conclusion that it is necessary to augment some of the old vehi- 
cles by importing new ones." 


The maize haulage would be largely by road because the National Railways of Zim- 
babwe did not have enough engines or rail trucks, said Mr Chinamano. 


South Africa was withdrawing 25 locomotives it had leased to Zimbabwe and plans 


were afoot to replace them with new ones, although this would take time, the Min- 
ister said. 


Mr Chinamano also disclosed that 140 black Zimbabweans had been recruited by Air 
Zimbabwe since independence and that there would be complete racial parity among 
the airline's air hostesses by July. 
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lle eaid 27 of those recruited had received training outside the country and spoke 
of his determination to eneure that all Zimbabweans who trained abroad during the 
liberation struggle were integrated. 


An accelerated training programme was being inatituted and an African country with 
an advanced airline had offered to train Iecal pilots, said Mr Chinamano. Other 
‘ountries had aleo offered various forme of training aseistance. 


He confirmed that problems had arisen over the integration of pilots, technicians 
and other foireign-trained staff but stressed that he was satisfied by the corpora- 
tion's willingness to resolve them. 


"Many functions of the airline demand very highly specialised skills and knowl- 
edge and when people see what appears to be a cautious attitude, they regard it 
as dragging of feet when, in fact, it is not eo," said Mr Chinamanc. 


Expanding on the issue of parity among air hostesses, Mr Chinamano said by May 
there would be only nine more white than black air hostesses and the balance would 
be 50-50 by July. 


There were 15 blacks among 29 engineering apprentices taken on during the cor- 
poration's last recruitment exercise, he said, adding: "I have no doubt of course 
that as time goes by, an increasing number of blacks will take up posts of re- 
sponsibility in Air Zimbabwe.

SHORTAGE OF PICKERS THREATENS COTTON CROP 
Salisbury THE HERALD in English 4 Apr 81 p 3 


[Text] Umtali. The huge Middle Sabi cotton crop could be affected by a short- 
age of pickers. If the cotton is not picked by early next month it will be too 
late to plant the wheat that supplies 27 percent of the country's needs. 


The chairman of the Middle Sabi Farmers Association, Mr O. Stijkel, said there 
was a shortage of workers. "It is a great pity as the picking puts about *500 000 
into the local economy. That's the wage bill alone. 


"Time is getting very short. At the end of the month the people near us will be 
harvesting their own maize and they have had a very *ood crop this year, and so 
they won't have the time to earn money. 


"We have in the part relied on people whose maize is maturing and who find they 
can spare a month picking cotton. The school term ends et Easter, so the children 
won't be free until quite late." 


While he did not want to comment on the security situation, Mr Stijkel did 
confirm that some people were afraid to come on the estate. 


Sources in Chipinga said undisciplined elements from the Operation Seed scheme 
nearby were frightening the people. 


Mr ijkel estimated the crop, which has been ready for the past six weeks, at 
abc t 12 million kg. Each of the 24 farmers on the estate needs about 200 pickers 
for a month, meaning that the average wage is more than $100. 


"It is a considerable amount of money th t we can put into the local community 
and | think the people of the area could use it, even with their own crops. 


"Another worrying factor is the wheat planting. Unless the cotton in picked by 
the end of the month or the beginning of next month we won't be able to plant 
wheat, and we produce 27 percent of the country's requiremenis. 


"It would cost $6 million to import this quantity and I don't think it can be 
spared. The cotton grown here is all exported, taken straight from here to Um- 
tali and then down to Beira. 


"The Sabi Limpopo scheme opposite us also had problens. By the end of March they 
usually have 2 500 pickers. This year they have 600. We have all been picking 
with very small work forces bringing in what we can but the bulk is still in the 
fields."

SMALL FARM OUTPUT--Output this season from small-scale farms, whose gross produc- 
tion income rose from $3 million to $12 million over the 12 years up to 1976, 

is expected to surpass previous records. The prediction comes from the acting 
provincial conservation officer for Mashonaland South, Mr Chris Sharman, who has 
been working for Conex in the small-scale farming areas for years. "We are 
pleased with the response to extension indicated by the increase in output,” he 
said. "We regard this only as halfway to what we would regard as being completely 
satisfactory results." Small-scale farmers grow 67 000 ha of crops and produce 
more than 68 000 tonnes of maize, plus large quantities of cotton, groundnuts and 
small grains. They sell more than 23 000 head of cattle and lesser numbers of 
sheep and goats every year. "When we look at the magnificent progress that these 
farmers and Conex have achieved by working together in the past, we are confident 
that this co-operation will lead to substantially increased commercial produc- 
tion," he said. The 8 500 farmers who operate small-scale farms own more than 

1 000 tractors between them and are serviced by 300 trained extension workers.

JOBS CREATED--Thousands of extra jobs will be created in Zimbabwe through a loan 
provided by the World Bank and the International Development Association, the bank 
says. The bank said yesterday the U.S.$65 million loan will finance imports of 
raw materials and spare parts, split between equipment and components. "Only 
those goods needed to raise utilisation of existing manufacturing capacity will be 
eligible. Consumer goods and capital items will be excluded." A special Govern- 
ment account wil! be set up at the Reserve Bank to which the money will be cre- 
dited. The money will create 8 600 new jobs, the World Bank says, and will mean 
production will be increased by U.S.$50 million for export goods, while there 

will be a foreign exchange saving in goods for domestic consumption of U.S.$300 
million. The World Bank loan is U.S.$50 million and the IDA loan is 12,1 million 
in Special Drewing Rights, made up of a group of currencies, the equivalent 
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of U.S.$15 million, The bank loan is repayable over 20 years with a five-year 
period of grace and carries an interest rate of 9,6 percent a year. The IDA fa- 
cility is over 50 years, with 10 years of grace and, though interest-free, has a 
service charge of 0,75 percent a year to cover administrative costs. [Text]
